They monopolize washing and vey- 
etable peddling; they control cigar- 
making, boots and shoes, underwear, 
&e.:tinsmith, #atehmakers, carpen- 
ters’ broom-masers, tishermen, and 
yvardeners, they are very expert in 
woollen fabrics. tis amazing how 
quickly they learn to use American 
machinery, They are excellent 
cooks aud chamber servants; they are 
expert as money counters banks, 
In fact, they can turn their hands to 
almost anything. They are indus- 
trious, expert at bargaining, and very 
economic:!. As house servants they 
are cleanly, but apt to strike for high- 
er wages, and vacate without notice. 
Dishonesty is rather too frequent, 
but the notions of Kuropean domes- 
tics are exorbitant, and housekeep- 
ing would be impracticable without 
Chinamen. Chinawomen never hire 
out. Chinamen show no disposition 
to regard politics. We never saw a 
Chinaman tipsy, but they gamble 
universally, and exchange knocks 
nmong themselves. A shilling goes 
further thana dollar with Ameri- 
cans,and though they are quick to 
tostrike for wages they work for 
whatever offers rather than be idle. 
Every man can read and write.

DEAR SIR :—I yesterday sent to you 
a telegram announcing my revoca- 
tion of my conditional acceptance of 
the invitation to address your associa- 
tion at their annual meeting in Sep- 
tember next. The long period which 
has elasped since the receipt of your 
first letter and the considerate cour- 
tesy Which has marked your corres- 
pondence make it my duty 
to the board and to my- 
self that suflicient explanation 
should be given of this change ot 
purpose. ‘Three objects mainly in- 
duced me toaccept the nvitation,tirst 
the hope that personal intercourse 
might remove some of prejudices 
which had been generated by parti- 
zan factions and nulitured by individ- 
nal and sectional hate. Anxious as ip 
former years to promote interests of 
our great vailey of the Mississippi, 
and believing by mutual confidence 
and cointelligence much could be 
done for their advancement, I only 
delayed my acceptance of your invi- 
tution until it became reasonably 
probable that it could be met, ‘The 
productive capacity ofthe northwest 
needs for its deyelopement cheaper 
and safer trunsportatious to markets 
oft he southwest and also to those for- 
eign countries in England especially. 
Earnest attention has been directed 
forseveral years past to more direct 
and economical trade with Mississip- 
pi valley in this connection there was 
desire to confer with patrons of hus- 
handry in yourrich and prosperous 
section to discuss with them ques- 
tions involved in securing better 
means of transporting your from 
woduce to most favorabie mar- 

ets and providing agencics which 

should insure larger returns to free - 
men and by such conference, to learn 
the views ofone member ofa family 
of the Mississippi Valley, a family the 
chicf interest of all members of 
which is agriculture, but cultivators 
of such various crops as to make trade 
umong themselves extensive and 
lucrative; while itstausps upon each 
and sll the same interests and the 
same policy as to their foreign trade.

This was the more 
supposable because several other agri- 
cultural societies of Illinois had in 
like manner invited me to address 
theirannual meetings’ Yesterday I 
received a printed paper, it being a 
protest of a number of your feliow 
country nen against the action of 
your board in their invitation to meto 
make the annual address at the county 
meeting. Thereupon I sent you a tele- 
gram withdrawing my acceptance of 
invitation, under the conviction that 
it would not be agreeable to particip- 
ate in the meeting and I hope that nei- 
ther your associatien nor the directors 
will suffer harm by the delay in pro- 
curing an orator, or by the corres- 
pondence which has caused it. 

The object was to gratify a wish 
long entertained to see in its cultivat- 
ed dress the country known to me as 
a trackless wilderness, but that being 
merely a personal gratification, it 
may be indulged at my convenience 
or postponed indefinitely. I can well 
believe that the cause which has 
changed my purpose was as 
uvforseen you as 
by me and you may by assured that | 
feel no disatisfaction toward the di- 
rectors or yourself and have suffered 
no personal embarrassment from the 
eveut,as the invitation was unex pect- 
ed and only acceptable as an expres- 
sion of the general good will, so my 
only regret is the loss of opportunity 
to mote the public interest which 
the welfare of your community .is 
‘dentified, Again ex pressi: g the tiope 

hat either the directors nor your- 
sourself many sufferirjury annoy- 
ance and thanking you fogthe kind- 
ness ann considerations you have 
manifested I am respectfully yours, 
Jefferson Davis.
